WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The day at 


the executive mansion has been ex- 
tremely quiet acd uneventful, news 
from the sick room being very gratify- 
ing to all inquirers. Shortly after tbe 
midday bulletin was issued a ripple of 
excitement became noticeable, owing 
to tbe rise of tbe patient1* pulse to 
11C. The rise, the attending surgeons 
said, waa due to the slight incision of 
the parotid gland made by Dr. Bliss 
thit morning. They express tbe opin- 
ion that during ihe extremely enfeebled 
condition of the patient ao importance 
can be attached to the alight fluctua- 
tions of the pulse. Tbe president con- 
tinues to take his usual nourishment, 
and during the day, in addition to kou- 
miss, milk porridge and beef tea, which 
he partook of freely, ate another piece 
ot milk toast with apparent relish. 
The beef tea which he is now taking is 
prepared by Mrs. Garfield from raw 
beef, chopped fine, to which ia added a 
quantity of water and a lew drop* of 
muriatic acid. The patient is said to 
greatly relish tbis food. Tbe president's 
condition to night as compared with 
leet night is practically unchanged. Ii 
there has been any change, it ha* been 
a change for tbe better, but the change 
ia not sufficiently great to-day that the 
improvement, if any, is marked. The 
whole matter would, perhaps, be the 
better explained by the statement that 
he is holding his own. In view of tbe 
fact that he 13 not expected to gain 
strength for some days, tbe mere matter 
of holding his own is, all other circum- 
stances being taken into consideration 
an evidence that, relatively, be baa im 
proved since yesterday. Tbe discharge 
of matter from the gland baa caused 
him relief. His pulse and temperature 
when last taken, to-night about 10:30, 
were about tbe same as last night. 
There has been during the day a alight 
fluctuation in pulse, but that was 
caused by a new opening, which was 
made in another cell of the gland, and 
the disturbance of the patient connect- 
ed therewith, and induced by the 
squeezing necessary to exude the ac- 
cumulated matter from the other open- 
ings made. Tbe shifting of tbe ball 
noted last night (it was slightly down- 
word) has not been noticed to progress 
to-day. Tbe ball apparently retains 
tbe position to which it hid dropped 
when the change in its location was 
first noted. It is thought by many 
that tbe change of place of lodging of 
the ball was the cause of the present 
strong rally of the president. It is not 
among tbe impossibilities that tbe ball 
may work itself out the abdominal cav- 
ity and be passed off through the rec- 
tum. 
All has been much hopeful about 


the white house and in the city to day. 
Both bave been very quiet, and hope in 
a strong form again prevailed. 


Tbe president oomplained some this 


afternoon ol the sensitiveness of tbe 
swollen aide of bis face. That the 
swelling ia diminishing ia evident. The 
incisions made in the face are waabeij 
out witb perwangtneae of pc tash. The 
connection between the two incisiont 
heretofore noted is made by weans of a 
probe, under the flesh of course. A 
fiow of permanganeeeof potash through 
tbe probe thoroughly cleanses the two 
connecting cavities.

Tbe processes of didestion ind assimi- 
lation had been pretty much arrested, ao 
that although he partook of saffeiint 
nutritions food, he became greatly ema- 
ciated and exhausted. Tbe blood, be- 
sides being vitiated by the absorption 
of septic matter, had become more anxi 
depraved on account of the failure of 
the system to assimilate food and tram- 
form it into blood- The president hai 
been laboring under the influence ol 
this blood poisoning for some time, and 
during the past week it became evident 
that unless t favorable change occurred 
soon, his vital powers would give wty. 
If the blood poison continues to be 
eliminated, tnd no more septic matter 
absorbed, the president will slowly but 
surely regain his strength. No irrepa 
rable mischief has occurred to my oi 
the vital organs, and recovery ia more 
than probable.

Horrible Death.

The .funeral of the late Mrs. Uriah 


James, a brief account of whose tragic 
death on Sunday night was given in these 
column* on Monday, took place near Ma- 
roe, this (Wednesday) forenoon. Rev. W. 
A. Reynolds, pastor of the Mam Metho- 
dist church, officiating. A correspondent 
at Maroa sends tbe following detailed ac- 
count of the distressing accident: 


A sad accident occurred 4i miles north- 


west of Maroa, Sunday evening, August 
18, between 8 and 9 o'clock. Mr. and 


Mr*. Uriah James, with a lantern, were 
looking after their evening work, and as 
they passed by the smoke bouse door 


Mrs. James suggested that they hsd bet- 
ter see a can of fluid that Mr. James had 
bought in Maroa a few day* before. She 
had observed that It had been leaking. 
She took bold of the can and shook it sod 
to their surprise the oil had all leaked out 
on the floor. She ssid to her husband, 
"bad we not beat go in tbe cellar and see 
if it bat not leaked on the milk." He 
went down and tbe followed and he said, 
"There is where U"—at this moment the 
gasoline exploded In his face and caught 
bis wife's dress, and they both ran for the 
door. Sbe was going into tbe bouse aod 
be said, "don't go in tbe bouse, you will 
frighten the children and set tbe house on 
fire." Sbe thought the same and started 
around the bouse. He saw she was all 
ablaze and their screams aroused lue hired 
hand *ho was asleep and be teeing the 
flamerjn the cellar supposed they were 
there and began dashing water down and 
soon had tbe fire out. The burning cou- 
ple were fighting the flames back of the 
house. A quilt wu procured and Mrs. 
James wrapped In it and water poured on 
her, but it was too late. She was in a 
crisp. At this juncture, Mrs. James, the 
mother-in-law, came up, having just re- 
turned from meeting. Tbe dying woman 
said: "Mother lake my shoes off—lam 
burned to death." Her shoes were taken 
offend they were burned to a crisp. Her 
husband was burned in the face, breast 
and arms. His face is swollen fearfully 
and bis hands are ruined. 
As soon hs he 


realized that his wife was burned to death 
he started to run and got in the corn field, 
running and wringing his hands in great 
distress. He was toon caught and brought 
to the bouse. Tbe djini? woman wat ta- 
ken into the bouse and began pleading to 
bee ber mother, Mrs. A. Wilton, of Maroa. 
Aa toon at possible Drs. Wilcox and 
Phillips were called, and Mrs. Wilton 
was taken to tbe bedside of her daughter. 
Tbe sobs of the mother were heartrend- 
ing. Mrs. James called for ber husband 
but be was in such great pain he could 
not go to ber. At 8 a. m. (Monday) she 
passed away, after suffering the long 
hours-f rom 8 to 3. She leaves a suffering 
husband, tbree little children and a babe. 
The doctors think Mr. James will recover 
if he has not inhaled the flames. At pres- 
ent be is in great distress.
